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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the last Office action and 
the following: 

Applicants cite Keverline-Frantz et al to show that "one skilled in the art would not be led in the direction of tartrate salts because Keverline 
describes similar tropanes tartrate salts as mostly hygroscopic". However, Keverline's tropane tartrate salts are salts of different tropane 
compounds, also, some of them are hygroscopic and some are not hygroscopic. In addition, the Declaration submitted by Applicants which 
discloses the non-hygroscopicity of the claimed tartrate salt only compares the claimed tartrate salt with the citrate salt. This is not a 
meaningful comparison. For a meaningful comparison the properties of other salts of the claimed compound should be tested. 
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
